1 . The person who signed the submission establishing ownership interest has failed 
to state his/her capacity to sign for the corporation or other business entity, and he/she 
has not been established as being authorized to act on behalf of the assignee. See

Assignee's Assent was objected to under 37 CFR 1 .172(a) in paper #13. 
Applicant responded in paper #15 with the remarks "It is respectfully submitted that the 
Assent of Assignee mailed on June 1, 2000 was signed by someone having the 
authority to sign such document on behalf of Sony Corporation." 

Applicant's response does not overcome the objection under 37 CFR 1.172(a) 
because the Assent itself does not state that the undersigned is a president or Vice- 
President or someone with authority to sign the Assent on behalf of Sony Corporation. 
Applicant's remarks are not sufficient to overcome the objection.
